North Korela' brushed aside the 


charges as "fabrications" in one 
of the hottest exchanges in 10

Earlier Cloud said Communist 


troops had intruded into the U.N. 
Command portion of the demili- 
tarized zone at 4:30 a.m. today 
and fresh firing had broken out 
between American and Commu- 
nist troops. 


Cloud; said the clash had taken 


place about 500 yards south of the 


g-> military demarcation line running 


through the center of the demili- 
tarized zone. He did not elaborate 
and mentioned no casualties. 


An American officer told news- 


men outside the armistice meet- 
ing that he had thrown eight hand 
grenades in the latest reported 
clash. He said an American pa- 
trol had been flanked in the fight 
ing and forced to withdraw. 


From this officer's account, it 


} appeared there were no casual- 


ties on either side.

the courts—one a move to block 
expansion of a predominately Ne- 
gro high school, the other an at- 
tempt to halt picketing at an all- 
white housing tract. 


A suit filed in Superior Court 


Thursday seeks an injunction to 
prevent a proposed $1 million ex- 
pansion program at Jordan High 
School by the Los Angeles Board 
of Education. 


The action contends the en- 


largement of Jordan would per- 
petuate its racial imbalance "now 
99 per cent Negro, while South 
Gale High School, V-k miles away 
is 97 per cent white." 


The suit was brought in behalf 


of two Jordan students, Mary El- 
len Crawford and Inita Watkins, 
by the local National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People and the United C i v i l 
Rights Committee. The latter is 
an association of union, religious 
and other groups. 


Three other suits were filed 


seeking 
temporary 
injunctions 


against picketing by pro-integra- 
tion and anti-integration demon- 
strators at the Southwood Riviera 
Royale housing tract in suburban 
Torrance. 


The tract has been the scene 


of mass demonstrations, most of 
them sponsored by the Congress 
of Racial Equality which con- 
tends that tract owner Don Wil- 
son has refused to sell houses in 
the tract lo Negroes. He denies 
it. 


Other groups, some of them 


anti-integration, have joined in 
the picketing.

The report indicates that slight- 


ly more than half of the state's 
population in 1960 belonged to the 
jlue-collar working class while 
•oughly one-eighth were f a r m 
workers and the remainder was 
white-collar workers. 


On the national level, half the 


population belonged to the blue- 
collar work force, one-sixteenth 
were farm workers and the rest 
were white-collar workers. 


The report said that nearly half 


of Arkansas' families earned less 
than $3,000 yearly in 1960, while 
in the South this group represent- 
ed 33 per cent of the population 
and only 22 per cent for the na- 
tion. 


By the same measure, only six 


per cent of the Arkansas popula- 
tion earned $10,000 per year or 
more compared to a national level 
of 15 per cent.

Educationally,, Arkansas ranked 


behind the nation. About seven 
por cent of the population com- 
pleted one or more years of col- 
lege with only five per cent com- 
pleting four years. Nationally the 
percentages . were nine and eight, 
respectively.

The report .also indicated that 


the s t a t e had proportionately 
more people over 65 than the na- 
tion and about 28 per cent of the

Officials Leave 
for Historic 
Treaty Signing

MOSCOW (AP)-U.S. Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk and British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Home fly 
to Moscow today for historic nu- 
clear test ban signing ceremonies 
and vital exploratory talks with 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 


The foreign policy chiefs were 


accompanied by parties of top ad- 
visers and specialists 
in East- 


West relations. Rusk's party also 
includes a bipartisan delegation of 
top Senate leaders. 


Among the array of internation- 


al figures expected for the signing 
ceremonies Monday afternoon will 
be U.N. Secretary-General 
U 


Thant. He has been invited to fly 
to Moscow to witness the signing. 


The ceremonies in the Grand 


Kremlin'Palace will be broadcast 
over a Soviet-bloc television hook- 
up and to Western Europe. They 
will be lollowed by a lavish re- 
ception in the Kremlin at which 
Khrushchev is expected to pre- 
side. 


Rusk and Home are expected 


to meet with Khrushchev for talks 
on future steps in relaxing cold- 
war tensions after the signing. 


Rusk, as the first American 


secretary of state to visit Moscow 
since the late George C. Marshall 
was here in 1947, has been in- 
vited to stay on for a few days as

Turncoat 
Returning 
to America

HONG KONG (AP) — Korean 


War turncoat Lowell D. Skinner, 
32, of Akron,, Ohio, said today 
that anti-Russian feeling is much 
stronger in Red China than anti- 
American sentiment. 


The withdrawal of Soviet tech- 


nical and economic aid dealt the 
Chinese Communists a 
severe 


blow, the former Army corporal 
told a news conference. 


Skinner was one of 21 Ameri- 


can prisoners of war who refused 
to be repatriated in 1953 after the 
Korean armistice. He arrived in 
Hong Kong Thursday on his way 
to the United States. 


Skinner attributed the Commu- 


nists' failure in their "great leap 
forward" program of rapid indus- 
trialization to the withdrawal of 
Russian aid, natural calamities, 
poor management and inexperi- 
ence of party cadres in the com- 
munes. 


Skinner said he decided to re- 


turn lo America because of the 
lack of individual freedom in Rec 
China.

Co-ops Come 
along Way

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—In rural 


Arkansas in the 1930s two scenes 
were common—the coal oil lamp 
and what was then a proud pro- 
duct of progress, but now a by- 
word of electric cooperatives—the 
old home power plant. 


It was a long way from the 


weak, but dependable old wick 
lamps to the wonderful, but at 
best 
unpredictable little home 


power plant that provided power 
for flickering light bulbs. 


It was a longer road yet to the 


Rural Electrification Association- 
conceived by Franklin D., Roose!- 
velt one day while bathing at 
Warm Springs, Ga. before he be- 
came president. 


Out of Roosevelt's 
discontent 


with the quality and expense of 
power at Warm Springs came his 
idea for the RE A, a public works 
type project originally intended to 
loan money to areas that were 
willing to bootstrap 
themselves 


out of the depression. 


When the REA came into be- 


ing 
in 
1935, 
Carl 
E. 
Bailey 


stumped Arkansas as a guberna- 
torial candidate promising that 
the state would take advantage of 
the program. 


In 1937 when the Arkansas Gen- 


eral Assembly passed an act to 
enable cooperative groups in the 
state to borrow REA money, less 
than two per cent of rual areas 
had electricity.

41 Jailed in 
Chicago Race 
Rioting

CHICAGO (AP)—Racial disturb- 


ances in a South Side district con- 
tinued for 'the fourth consecutive 
night Thursday night as residents 
in a previously all-white neighbor- 
hood shouted protests over the 
presence of three Negro families. 


Police said 41 persons,, including 


20 juveniles, were arrested. as 
demonstrators refused'to obey'po- 
lice orders to disperse. At least 
two persons, hit by stones, were 
injured. 
. 


Police sought for nearly three 


hours — until after midnight — to 
break 
up 
the 
demonstrations 


which centered in Morgan street 
between 56th and 57th streets. 


Police have arrested more than 


100 persons since the fii'sti out- 
break on Monday night. Several 
were juveniles. 


Thursday night a 
crowd of 


about 100 persons, mostly teen- 
agers, moved toward the apart- 
ment where two of the Negro 
families moved this week. Police 
immdiately 
blocked 
off . the 


street. 


Two police cars containing dogs 


pulled up at a nearby corner. 
Stones 
crashed 
through squad 


car windshields and two demon- 
strators, one with blood over his 
face, were pushed into a police 
wagon. Patrolmen dispersed the 
crowd. 


Soon several squad cars -raced 


to the all-Negro neighborhood two 
blocks south where several cars 
were seen with windshields brok- 
en by bricks and stones. 


Traffic lights were turned off as 


police halted, travel. 


As police sought to quell the ra- 


cial row in the area—the Engle- 
wood district—a public meeting of 
residents was held in the Engle-j 
wood Police Station. It was ad- 
journed after several white resi- 
dents said they feared Negroes 
were trying to take! over their 
community. A biracial committee! 
held a closed meeting at the sta- 
tion in an attempt to reach a solu- 
tion to the problem. 


All porches within two blocks of 


the Negro families were crowded. 
One girl told a reporter. "We 
don't want to integrate." A wom- 
an,, about 50, said she would use 
violence,, if necessary, to remove 
Negro families.

Another said, "I'm all'for, civil 


rights,, but I don't want to live next 
to 'em." 


The first Negro family moved 


into an apartment in the area 
Monday. A second family moved 
into another building Tuesday, aijid 
a third moved into the first apart- 
ment building Wednesday.

"We 
didn't expect any trouble."

WASHINGTON (AP) — PresJ- 


denK Kennedy's very vagueness 
about two of his constant head- 
aches, France and Red China, 
one an ally arid one an enemy, 
show the depths of an American 
dilemma which may last for 
years. 


1. The Chinese Dilemma1—What 


to expect when the Red Chinese 
have 
nuclear 
bombs, 
although 


they may make plenty of trouble 
before they do, and what to Ex- 
pect when the present! generation 
of old-time leaders is gone. 


2. The French Dilemma—How 


to get along now with President 
De Gaulle, in order to keep the 
Western Alliance together, and 
then what to expect 
when this 


old-timer is also gone. 


Last Monday, a few days after 


the United States, Britain and 
Russia agreed! to a limited nu- 
clear test ban, De Gaulle said 
he would not join so long as they 
continue to produce nuclear arms. 
They didn't agree not to. 


He also said he wanted no part 


of something; else. This was Pre- 
mier Khrushchev's suggestion! of a 
nonaggression treaty between the 
Western partners and their oppo- 
site number, Russia and its Eu- 
ropean satellites. 


Ever since Monday—and it is 


understood! the orders came from 
the White House—the State De- 
partment has clammed up on the 
subject of De Gaulle, saving prac- 
tically nothing about his obstruc- 
tionism. 


Reporters were told President 


Kennedy would do the talking at 
his news conference Thursday. He 
talked but in a Very real sense 
said nothing, giving no indication 
this country has yet figured out 
how to get De Gaulle to play ball.

Truck Weight 
Bill Back in 
Limelight 


PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP)—The 


truck weight bill which stirced 
controversy in the 1963 legislature 
was discussed again Thursday 
night when Gov. Orval E. Fau- 
bus met with 35 southeast Arkan- 
sas county judges and legislators. 


The legislators told of a need 


for an axle weight tolerance for 
.rucks carrying such products as 
longs,, lumber and pulp wood. The 
law provides for 
an 
absolute 


weight limit of 18,000 pounds on 
rear axles and allows no toler- 
ance. 


The legislators said that during 


transportation the loads1 of trucks 
carrying the wood products could 
shift, taking weight off one axle 
and overloading another. They 
asked that some allowance be 
made for the shift. 


Faubus said he would discuss 


the problem with the Highway 
Commission. He ad'ded that he 
was in favor of changing the law 
to permit an axle tolerance if it 
did not result in truckers exceed- 
ing the total licensed weight on all 
axles.
